But Dr Douglas's book 
is peculiarly defective with regard to the muſ- 
cles of the abdomen, back, and neck: in de- 
ſcribing theſe, therefore, the method of . ;

| A Short Adam of the AUTHO R, 3 
and of his WRITINGS. - 


R JoRxN Innes, author of the following 
Treatiſe, was born at Callart, an obſcure 
village in the Highlands of Scotland. He came 
to Edinburgh at an early period of life, where 
he obtained the patronage and protection of Dr 
Alexander Monro, profeſſor of anatomy; who 
inſtructed him in the knowledge of the human 
hody, and in the art of diſſection. When about 
the age of eighteen years, Dr Monro appointed 
him diſſector to the anatomical theatre. The 
functions of this important and difficult office 
he continued to perform with much reputation 
for near twenty years. 


Bur his abilities were not confined to the 
dexterity of diſſecting the moſt minute parts of 
the human frame. He deſcribed the various 
organs with eaſe and with perſpicuity. This 
happy talent attracted the notice of the ſtudents 3 
and, at their ſolicitation, and by the approba- 
tion of Dr Monro, he opened an evening-courfe 
of een demonſtrations. |
